Facts of Etah Controversy. 

The Etah situation, as regards Harry 
Whitney, so far as could be learned 
at Battle Harbor, \* as follows: 

John Murphy, boatswain of the Roose- 
velt, and William Pritchard, a seaman, 
were put ashore by Peary to guard 
stores at Etah. Whitney lived with them 
from Aug. 18, 1908, until the following 
August, when the Roosevelt returned 
from Cape Sheridan. Peary’s vessel got 
back to Etan in the first week of Au- 
gust, 1909, and Aug. 17 Whitney went 
as far as Saunders Island, where he 
went on boara the supply schooner 
Jeanie, which met the Roosevelt. 

Prof. McMi'lan says Whitney went to 
the Jeanie because he wanted to hunt 
musk ox and bears in the Arctic re- 
gion. It js definitely known that Whit- 
vey saw and entertained Dr. Cook at 
Etah in April, 1909. Boatswain Murphy 
aud Seaman Pritchard declared this at 
Battle Harbor. Murphy aud Pritchard 
also admitted here that Dr. Cook and 
his Eskimes came there _ starving. 
Boatswain Murphy declared that both 
Dr. Cook and his Eskimos said they 
were so hungry that they wanted to 
stay at Etah. They were fatigued and

He said he made a perfectly 
accurate observation with mercury. He 
added: 
“IT took other observations beyond 
that point, but I am not. at liberty to 
say just what I observed when I made 
sure I was at the: pole.” 
Without waiting for another question 
he went on:

There was much uneasiness among the 
spectators when five breaks in the net- 
ting, besides the leaks in the bag, were 
discovered after the balloon was in- 
flated. The start was scheduled for 
5 p. m., but it was delayed an hour while 
Berry, on top of a ladder held by half 
a dozen men, repaired the leaks and the 
breaks in the netting. 

The netting was the same which broke 
three weeks ago, just before Berry was 
preparing to ascend with four passen- 
gers. 
put in, but the old section was.plainly 
in bad conditon. Berry seemed some- 
what worried by the breaks, 
Schwarz, who was making his first trip 
through the air, did not seem, worried 
at all. He is to be Berry’s aid, in 
the Centennial balloon race. 


Equipped for gong Trip. 
The balloon got away with 28 bags 


of ballast, the same amount Berry took 
with him in the Indianapolis balloon 
race, when he won the National cup and 
title of champion aeronaut for the year. 

The bag rose slowly from the gas 
yard, going almost straight up. It 
reached an equilibrium at 1000 feet 
above the earth and fer a time seemed 
to hang motionless. Then it started 
slowly across the city in a northwest 
direction. It was traveling then in the 
same direction as when sighted Monday 
morning. 

In passing over the city the balloon 
was not traveling five miles an hour, 
but before the start Berry said he was 
going to seek a high level and stay 
there. St. Louis aeronauts are of the 
cpinion that some time during the 
night he went to a high level and there 
caught the steady current that is now 
varrying him towards Minnesota.

William Bright, 80 W 80 When He Died, 
Came to St. Louis From 
England in 1845. 


The funeral of William Bright, a pie- 
néer type founder of st, Louis, who 
died from pneumonia Sunday afternoon 
at his home, 4358 Forest Park boulevard, 
will be held Tuesday afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock from the residence to Bellefon- 
taine Cemetery. 

Mr. Bright was in his eightieth year.

Them: to Catch. Thieves 
With Jewels.

LONDON, Sept. 12..—A cabman’s keen 


eye has just frustrated one of the most 
daring and ingenious attempts at a 
jewel robbery of which the London po- 
lice have any record. Five men en- 
tered the store of Mappin & Webb,

Barney Dossin has received an ecclesi- 
divorce from Mrs. Sarah Dos- 
118 North Ninth street and 
stuken the dust of St. Louis off his 
feet, departing for Philadelphia with tlie 
gieen goggles and the false mustache, 
which proved so poor a_disguise, packed 
i: his suitcase.

Mrs. Dossin ob- 
tained word by wire that neither Mrs.

‘You see, he is sickly,’’ she said. “‘I 
knew him when he came into my mil- 
linery store in spite of the goggles and 
the false mustache, which I stripped 
from his face, but when they were re- 
moved I saw that he was just the 
shadow of his old self.

Milliner Relents, Asks Release. 

“T felt that it would be a sin to send 
him to prison to die, so, when the other 
women couldn’t come, I went myself 
and asked that he be released.”’ 

After Dossin obtained his liberty, Mrs. 
Dossin sought Rabbi Rosenfeld at his 
home, 1508 Wash street. She asked the 
rabbi to grant a divorce to her, The 
rabbi was in doubt, when she appeare 
at his house. He called Rabbi Abyani- 
witz in eonference, asking whether it 
would be right to divorce the pair 
when there was a possibility that Dos- 
sin was being coerced into seeking a 
divorce. Rabbi-Abramwitz favored the 
divorce. 

Seribe Writes Out Decree. 

A scribe was called in and wrote out 
the scriptural 12 lines of divorce decree. 
The couple were examined minutely by 
the rabbis. Then they were declared 
to be free, their marriage bonds, so far 
as the Jewish church was concerned, 
being undone and annulled. 

After such a ceremony it is regarded 
as a grievous sin for the divorced par- 
ties to appear under the same roof’ or 
for one party ic make his or her domi- 
cile within two. doors of the other. Mrs, 
Dossin was fearful that her ex-husband 
would make an effort to get into her 
home on Ninth street.

So, on her arrival at home, she locked

The Temperance Cosamittee included a 
‘tobacco”: paragraph in jts report and 
{ne paragraph was adopted along. wjth 
ihe rest of "the repurt. The paragraph 
read: 

We simply reiterate our former — 
, Stand in regard to the use of tobac- 

co. Werthelieve thet ministers of the 

gospel should set a good example to 
the congregations of which the Holy 

Ghost. has made them overseer. 

The “former stand” is the action of 
the conference two ycars ago, “‘request- 
young ministers ;oIning the confer- 
vnee not to smoke, Lut not making ab- 
stinence obligatory. 

It developed Saturday that the ques- 
tion which hat been discussed so much 
among individuals should not: be taken 
up seriously as a conference matter, and 
the whole thing was, disposed of in the 
cingle para h, put into the middle of 
the committee report. This is very un- 
Satisfactoby tothe 1a@icals, but they 
made no open'resigstance because they 
ascertained that the majority opinion 
was that the tobaeco question should be 
»egarded as individuai. 

The Southwest Conference at Kansas 
City last week declined to forbid the 
ministers to court Nitotine, though a 
vigoreus effort was made to force such 
a resolution through, 

Many Smoke on Street. 

The report of the temperancé commit- 
tee was to have been read Saturday 
morning, but it was postponed until this 
morning. 

There are 145 members of the confer- 
ence and a large number of them were 
seen smoking about the streets and ho- 
tels of Fredericktown tnis week. Some 
who do not smoke chewed, and many 
of those who did neither declared they 
had no objection to tobacco. 

Of the St. Louis minjsters at the con- 
ference, five smoke and only two of 
ithe non-smokers expressed : themselves 
against the use of tobacco. — 

Z T. McGann of Immanuel Chutch 
gave it as his opinion that half the 
members of the conference use tobacco. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter interviewed 
the St. Louls members and a number 
of other ministers at the conference on 
the tobacco question, and the following 
replies were elfcited:

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GEINKGO LEAF FOUND BURIED 
NEAR SPOKANE INDICATES WE 
WERE ONGE PART OF JAPAN 


Professor Shows ° Real Enthusiasm 
at Something Laymen Don’t 
Understand.

SPOKANE, Wash., Sept. w,—S¢lentists 


and ethnologists are said to have become 
much interested in the finding by Prof. 


T. A. Bonser of Spokane *college of a 
geinkgo leaf buried near Spokane. Prof. 
Bonser declares this confirms the theory 
that North America and Japan vere con- 
nected by lang centuries ago, adding: 

“The geinkgo is distinct among plants, 
4. that it is without near relativés, ‘’nere 
is only one genus and one species of it 
extant and this is found ony in Japan. 
While to the layman the finding of the 
geinkgo leaf buried deep in the soil 
means little or nothing, to scientists i 
is a very important discovery, confirm- 
ing the theory that some time in. the 
dim past this continent and Japan were 
connected by Jand.”’ 

Prof. Bonsér believes that other evi- 
dences of the prehistoric physical june 
tion of Asia and America can be founa 
in the Columbia river basin.

HE Guggenheim family, mow in 
tg the prime of its second genera- 
tion, stands at the head of the 
mining and«smelting industry. Seven 
sons, all working for their father, the 
late Meyer Guggenheim, helped him 
bring the name up to its present posi- 
.tion of supreme importance in the met- 
allurgical industries of the world, - 

When 19 years of age the late Meyer 
Guggenheim emigrated to America from 
Switzerland with his father and four 
sisters. He first sold stove polish, and 
later engaged in the handling of em- 
broideries with his four eldest sons, 
one of whom was Soloman R. Guggen- 
heim. They built up a prosperous busi- 
ness, but in the meantime Mr. Guggen- 
heim Sr. became interested in. silver 
mining operations in Colorado, and 
eventually the former was dropped. 

Smelting works were erected in Colo- 
rado and Mexico, and extensive mining 
interests were acquired in South Amer- 
ica, Central America and Alaska which 
eventually placed the Guggenheims in 
the front rank of the world’s producers 
of precious metals.

A large variety of letters from young 
men indicated a desire on their part to 
strike out in some locality where op- 
portunities are greater than in_ the 
thickly populated centers. Mr. Guggen- 
heim before discussing them said: 
“These boys should first be sure they 
are hardy and willing to put luxury 
aside. 

“The great fields for pioneer work in 
the literal sense,’ he continued, ‘‘are 
to be found in Alaska, South America 
and Mexico. As a matter of fact, a 
wide-awake bookkeeper with’ ideas can 
do pioneer work on lower Pearl street 
in a.mercantile house that has been es- 
tablished for half a century. But I am 
going to be literal in this connection, 
for there are great chances for: bright, 
healthy boys supplied with a technical 
knowledge to found their fortunes in the 
sections now being opened for the de- 
velopment of natural resources. 

“Mexico as it is today was in a large 
measure developed by the young men 
of America, as Alaska will be developed 
in the next few years. South America 


is a great virgin field for American en- 


ergy backed by capital. Let a young 
man show an aptitude for the handling 
of big business matters, and let him 
once show even a mild success in that 
direction and capital will be forthcom- 
a. 

“Above all, every young man in our 
country should be an optimist, and 
never whine.
